No crop, he says, approaches so near 
spontaneous yield, and none, yields so largo a 
profit. The hay crop of the United States in 
1850, he estimates at 13.000.000 tons; that for 
1855 he estimates at 15,000 000 tons; which is 
worth $150,000,000; while the whole cotton 
crop is valued at only $123,000,000.
